So it must have been good new's 
to him when lie learned the other 
day that the postoffice depaitment 
had designated 
IO p o r t s only 
thiough which foreign mail con­ 
taining antiques can be cleared 
There are only a few experts ca­ 
pable of swift appraisals, and be­ 
cause they 
are' concentrated 
at 
these IO ports, the postoffice de­ 
partment was moved to such ac­ 
tion. 
Authentic antiques in general— 
that 
is articles of artistic merit 
made prior 
to 
1830 —enter 
the 
United States duty free. 
Refined Fakery 
But take it from Senator Van­ 
denberg, “synthetic antiques,” es­ 
pecially furniture, get by the cus­ 
toms officers rn great quantities. 
Aa nearly as he can figure it, the 
amount runs to some $15,000,000 
annually. 
“The production of this synthetic 
furniture in Europe,” he says, "has 
come to be a mass operation. 
“The highest priced 
wood 
in 
France today la wood out of old 
bridges and old barns, which is sold 
to antique furniture manufacturers. 
Old nails are at a premium.” 
And the senator claims that he 
has discovered some interesting de­ 
tails of the business of “faking an­ 
tiques." 
One is a little machine which in 
some respects suggests a dentist’s 
drill, but which is flexible. This 
machine 
makes 
the 
worm-holes 
“which subtly testify to annuity." 
"It is one of the refinements,’’ he 
says, “of these delibsrate frauds.”
